Reed’s statement came as the 
Ways and Means Committee was 
n lending more than two months 
of hearings on proposals for tax 
law changes, to be acted on at 
the next regular session in Jan- 
uary 

He described the testimony of 
more than 60 witnesses as a 
“shocking indictment of the un- 
fairness and confusion of our 
antiquated revenue system.” he 
added: 


“We have heard of innumer- 
able cases of discrimination be- 
tween various taxpaying groups. 
We have heard about harsh and 
inequitable tax provisions which 
are forcing businesses to shut 
down. We have heard about the 
impossibility of understanding 
many of the obscure provisions 
of the tax laws.” 

Reed indicated that tentative 
changes have the approval of 
the Treasury Department. There 
was no indication in his srtate- 


ment, however, that these in- | 


volve any large-scale reductions 
in revenue. 

Aside from the committee's 
work, the excess profits tax law 
expires at the end of this year. 
Simultaneously comes an auto- 
matic 10 per cent reduction in 
personal income taxes. Reed 
sought to move both dates up 
to last July 1 during this year’s 
session, but he lost out in a 
headon clash with the Eisen- 
hower Administration. 

Present Provisions. 
Present law allows the tax- 
payer to deduct $600 from his 
taxable income for each depend- 
ent, provided the dependent 
does not earn more than $600 
and the taxpayer contributes at 
least one-half to the support of 
the dependent. 

The proposed change in the 
law would allow the deduction 
even though the dependent 
earned more than $600. Some 
age limit or similar provision 
may be established. 

The tentative change applying 
to declaration of estimated tax 
liability would give the taxpayer 
an opportunity to figure out 
what he owes the government 
without penalizing him heavily.

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New Security Code in Effect 
For State Department Workers 


Some Employes Who Already Have Been 
Investigated May Face Second 
Screening. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14 (AP) 
Hundreds of State Department 
employes may be screened un- 
der new security standards, even 
though many of them already 
have been investigated. 

Adoption of the new regula- 
tions was disclosed yesterday. 

Department Security Officer 
R. W. Scott McLeod said recent 
ly he had found 2000 cases in 
which there had been no investi- 

tion and 2000 more in which 

consideréd the investigations 
inadequate. 


The new rules give final say 
to Secretary of State Dulles as 
to whether any employe should 
be fired as a security risk. 


Officials said the policy would 
be to dismiss an employe if 
there was a reasonable doubt 
whether “employment is clearly 
consistent with the interest of 
national security.” 

Security risks are broadly de- 
fined in the new State Depart- 
ment policy guide. Officials 
judging the loyalty of employes 
are directed to consider behav- 
jor and associations that tend 
to show “the individual is not 
reliable or trustworthy” and to 
consider such factors as: 

Criminal, immoral, or notori- 
ously disgraceful conduct; ha- 
bitual. drunkenness; drug addic- 
tion; sexual perversion; mem- 
bership in or “sympathetic as- 
seciation” with fascist, commu- 
nist, totalitarian or subversive 
groups, or sympathetic associa- 
tion with individuals in such 
categories or with secret agents 
of foreign nations. 

Administration of the security 
program is the responsibility of 
McLeod, assisted by John W. 


Sipes, who is assigned in the 
new gow of security counsel. 
accused employe is en- 

titled to a hearing by a board of 
three persons, who must not be 
officials of the State Depart- 
ment. The accused has a right 
to his own lawyer, to introduce 
evidence and to have witnesses 
cross-examined if they appear. 
Information from confidential 
sources may N. withheld from 
the accused pe 

The board gin then make 
its recommendation to the Sec- 
retary of State, whose decision 
can be questioned only in the 
courts.

speeded under private direction. 

Olds Th 


Disputes Theory. 

This thesis was disputed by 
Olds, who said: 

“Analysis of proposals 
change the Atomic Energy Act 
in the light of the history of the 
varying relationships of large 
corporate oan ng to techno- 
logical progress, that 
the real objective — e private 
power companies is to prevent 
the development of commercial- 
ly-feasible atomic power in gov- 
ernment-built and operated 
plants, rather than to expedite 
the application of this new form 
of fire to commercial power 
production.” 

Olds said there are “powerful 
forces” in the nation’s energy 
economy which might oppose in- 
novation as long as sales of con- 
ventional fuels are profitable. 
There is evidence, he said, of a 
“definite tendency to slow ‘down 
progress in the commercial pro- 
duction of oil from shale or the 

synthesis of oil and natural gas 
from coal.” 

Recalling the United States 
Bureau of Mines has brought 
pilot plant work in these fields 
to the point at which private 
industry could take over, Olds 
said that despite seemingly fa- 
vorable * economic factors it 
seemed unlikely private enter- 
prise would enter the field of 
synthetic fuels “so long as the 
big oi] interests have reserves to 
unload.” 

Says Program Could Be Put Off. 

Olds argued that the United 
States has no urgent need for 
the development of commer- 
cially-feasible nuclear power as 
such, that it has an abundance 
conventional energy resources to 
meet its needs for 25 years. By 
developing coal and oil shale re- 
serves for motor fuel and elec- 
tric power the nation could post- 
pone a nuclear energy decision 
and provide ample time in which

He recommended no overhaul- 
ing of the act until there is a 
better-informed public opinion, 
and to this end he urged that 
the AEC make public as many 
facts as possible. 

Long-Range Program. 

As a long-range proposition, 
Olds suggested that the Atomic 
Energy Act might be broadened 
by adding the following: 

1. A declaration that atomic 
energy is a resource vested in 
the people. 

2. A provision for federal 
construction and operation of 
atomic power plants when re- 
quested by public or private 
bodies and when the market 
warrants, or when federal de- 
velopment of the power would 
encourage industrial expansion. 
3. A provision for marketing 
power from federal plants to 
encourage widespread use at the 
lowest rates, with sales prefer- 
ence given public bodies and 
co-operatives. 

4. A provision for licensing 
non-federal development of 
atomic power. The licenses 
would be of limited term with 
the opportunity of recapture in 
the Government. There would 
be no capitalization of rights or 
patents. Profits above an agreed 
fair return would go into a fund 
to reduce net investment. Also 
provided would be uniform ac- 
counting, license preference to 
public and co-operative electric 
systems, equality for public and 
co-operative systems in obtain- 
ing power from licensed atomic 
plants and federal regulation of 
the licensed system. 

5. A provision for contribut- 
ing atomic power to under- 
developed nations.

It was typical of the man 
called by President Auriol five 
weeks ago to end France’s long- 
est cabinet crisis, the man who 
now finds himself face to face 
‘with what may prove to be 
France’s worst social upheaval. 
When you meet the impec- 
cably dressed, perfectly man- 
nered, sturdy, 5-foot 10 Joseph 
Laniel, you know you are meet- 
ing a gentleman and at the same 
time a man of the world. 

You wonder, however, if you 
are also meeting a national lead- 
er. The 64-year-old Premier is 
an arch type of what the French 
call the “grand bourgeois”—a 
mixture of moral and patriotic 
virtues, family traditions and 
great wealth. He is one of the 
20 richest men in France today. 


Views Politics as Duty. 
Laniel has takén up politics, 
not for liking or 1 but 
as a duty to family and country. 
He likes his family, his wife 
who was Lucienne Fourgerolles, 
a lady of beauty and charm, his 
30-year-old son Jean Pierre, his 
daughter Francoise and his five 
grandchildren. He also likes his 
magnificent estate of Glos near 
Lisieux in Normandy, a typical 
red brick and white stone Nor- 
man house. 

He likes to shoot, ride, walk, 
read history. He enjoys a good 
joke. 

He likes to talk to his work- 
ers—he employs 300 in the fam- 
ily canvas and linen business 
founded by his great-great- 
grandfather in Calvados, Nor- 
mandy. He feels that their well- 
being is the responsibility first 
of their employer, then of the 
state. His workers are among 
the best treated in the country. 
“Monsieur Joseph,” as they call 
him, built each of them a house 
with a kitchen garden. 

In Joseph Laniel’s background 
and even in his politics is much 
remindful of the late Senator 
Robert Taft. Born of a “politi-

Since 1896 Norman electors 
have sent Laniels to Parliament 
almost as a matter of course.

Paul Reynaud brought 
him into the political limelight 
as under secretary of state in 
the ill-starred 1940 government. 

Resistance Leader. 

In World War II together with 
Georges Bidault, who was then 
fighting the Gestapo from a 
Maquis hideout, Laniel founded 
the Council of Resistance. 

At heart Laniel is closer to 
Americans than to Britons, to- 
ward whom he feels the slight 
condescension of the Norman 
conqueror. He likes to tell, with 
Norman accent, about the 
British tourist who “wondered”

Dr. Edwin G. Nourse, the conservative and 
respected former chairman of President Tru- 


man's Council of Economic Advisers, warned 


several weeks ago that the nation has “all the 
makings of a depression.” Observing that the 
Kisenhower Administration has said it has the 
means and the will to prevent a depression, Dr. 
Nourse declared: “The burden of proof lies 
with the Administration.“ 

That nobody in or out of the Administration 
wants a serious depression goes without say- 
ing. The question is whether the Government 
will act soon enough and wisely enough to fore- 
stall one. Specifically, the question is whether 
a “little recession” can be managed without set- 
ting in motion the forces which would convert 
it into a big depression. As Eleanor Roosevelt 
recently wrote; “those little depressions have a 
way of getting out of hand.” 

There is not much doubt that the Administra- 
tion’s policy is aimed, as U.S. News and World 
Report says, “at a moderate slowing of business 
activity as a means of keeping the forces of in- 
flation in check.” The goal, according to this 
magazine, is “restored competition, restored free 
markets, a sound dollar, without severe defla- 
tion.” 

All of these are worthy objectives in them- 
selves, but history has shown that the general 
economic welfare cannot be maintained without 
active and alert Government effort. The Gov- 
ernment's budget and policies have become too 
large a factor in the workings of the economy 
to justify any hope that lasting prosperity, can 
be attained simply by faith in free enterprise 
and the law of supply and demand. 

Earlier this year, the Administration set out 
to establish a “free money market.” The result 


was a contraction of credit so sharp that steps 


had to be taken to alleviate it. The “free” mar- 
ket had to be managed, after all. 

In the same way, the Government must act, 
and act in time, to help create the conditions 
under which free enterprise can deliver the 
full employment which everybody desires. If it 
does not act in time, the measures which politi- 
cal pressure will later require may have to be 
all the more drastic. The people have made it 
clear that they will not go through another 
long and deep depression. 

It was to embody this conviction that Con- 
gress passed the Employment Act of 1946, set- 
ting up the President’s Council of Economic 
Advisers to act as a kind of general staff to 
plan against future depressions. It is most re- 
grettable that the change of administrations has 
disrupted the work of this body. Of the three 
members, only Chairman Arthur F. Burns has 
yet been appointed. The Council's mid-year eco- 
nomic survey, which would have been so valu- 
able coming at this crucial time, has never 
been published. 

Early in the summer, the Administration an- 
nounced that it was beginning to formulate 
plans and policies to combat any business 
slump. As an essential first step, it ought to 
lose no more time in getting the Council of 
Economic Advisers fully organized and at work.

BEAUNE, France. 


Just outside this town in eastern 
France there is a simple stone tablet 
marking the spot where 10 young mem- 
bers of the resistance were executed by 
the Germans during the occupation. To- 
day, nearly a decade later, the local 
people still bring fresh geraniums, roses 
and lilies to the place almost every day. 

There is a similar roadside memorial 
at Neursault, two miles to the south, 
and others in hamlets and cities and 
along quiet country lanes all over 
France. These, too, 
almost always have 
fresh flowers laid 
around them — as 
fresh as the bitter 
memories of 
peasant folk 
shopkeepers who 
put them there. 

It is their mem- 
ories and their

TOULON, France, Aug. 14 
(UP)— Two French naval offi- 
cers broke their own two-day-old 
deep-water diving record today 
by descending 6890 feet below 
the surface of the Mediterranean 
in a bathysphere. 


On Wednesday Capt. Nicolas 
Maurice Houot and Engineer 
Pierre Henri Willm descended 
5115 feet, or just under a mile. 
Their descent of one and three- 
tenths miles today, which re- 
quired about four hours, was ac- 
complished while the bathy- 
sphere of Swiss Scientist August 
Piccard still was undergoing 
shallow-water tests off the 
Italian coast.

Informed sources said last 
night the decision to boost the 
annual ceiling was taken in an 
effort to break a deadlock among 


the exporting countries which 


has threatened to block an over- 
all marketing agreement. Thirty- 
nine exporting and importing na- 
tions are participating in the 
closed conference. 

The earlier 5,000,000-ton ceil- 
ing was set by the conference's 
quota committee as the absolute 
limit to what could be marketed 
without causing an unreasonable 
fall in prices. Later it became 
apparent that some producer 
countries would not budge in 
their demands for larger export 
quotas. The individual applica- 
tions for quotas add up to a to- 
tal figure of about 7,000,000 tons.

$75,000 and took 14 months to produce, both of 
which figures would drive an American adver- 
tising man right out the front door. However, 
Geesink has perfected his techniques to the 
point where he figures a 10-minute film like 
“Kermesse,” which won the Grand Prix 
d' Honneur at the Venice Biennale last year, 
—— be done within three months for about 


5000. 

What especially interests me about Geesink’s 
films is his philosophy of advertising, which 
quarrels violently with that of Madison avenue. 
“Kermesse Fantastique” simply sells the idea 
that it’s nice to own a radio. There is no 
mention of the fact that Phillips radios are 
any better than anyone else’s. As a matter of 
fact, there is no selling of any sort and no 
sound except for music. At the end of the film, 
there is an announcement that Phillips spon- 
sored the film. And that is that.

AMERICAN ADVERTISERS retort that the 
Europeans haven't any competition for their 
wares (which isn’t strictly true), that Americans 
have got to pound away the idea of the superior- 
ity of one brand over another. I rather doubt 
this. “Kermesse Fantastique” is good enough 
entertainment to be run again and again and 
it is my theory that it would cause enough talk 
to justify it as advertising. Transfilm, which is 
trying without much luck to market Geesink' s 
puppetoons (as he calls them) over here, argues 
that the Ford versary show (which had no 
advertising at all) did more .good than a 100 
hard-selling commercial shows. 

“Kermesse” was designed for theater show- 
ings primarily, though it has been on TV, too. 
Geesink also makes much shorter commercials, 
from 20 seconds to two minutes, using the same 
puppets, the same sublety, the same blessed 
absence of the direct pitch. In this country, he 
is represented chiefly by a couple of beer 
commercials seen in Los Angeles and Detroit. 
These are pretty cute commercials but you can 
tell they're for the American market right away. 
Same old singing commercial, same old noise. 
Still, they’ve been popular enough so that the 
Detroit station has got requests for repeated 
showings and that is about the highest compli- 
ment you can pay a commercial.

ONE OF GEESINK’S best films, another 
10-minute one, is called “The Story of Time” 
and was made for the Rolex watch company 
with a score played by the London Symphony 
orchestra. Without a single word of narration, 
the film in Technicolor unfolds man's struggles 
with time pieces, starting with the Egyptian 
invention of the sun dial, through the hour 
glass, water clocks, right up to our own watches. 
There are some magnificent shots of golden 
pendulums swinging rhythmically to the accom- 
paniment of a ballet by dancing seconds as 
well as some of the confoundedest time pieces 
you ever laid eyes on. 

Geesink is now at work on “The Story of 
Light” for our own General Electric Company’s 
seventy-fifth anniversary next year. He expects 
to take eight months at it and, like “The Story 
of Time,” there won't be a word of narration 
about the wonders of General Electric.

Obviously man has to enter 
the sea. He has no choice. Hu- 
man population is increasing so 
rapidly and land resources are 
being depleted at such a rate, 
that flesh and vegetables of the 
sea are vital. 

The necessity for taking min- 
eral and chemical resources from 
the sea is plainly indicated by 
the political and economic strug- 
gles over tidal oil fields and the 
“continental shelf.” 

Our best independent diving 
range is only halfway down to 
the border of that shelf. We 
are not yet able to occupy the 
ground claimed by the states- 
men. 

When research centers and in- 
dustrialists apply themselves to 
the problem, we will advance to 
the 600-foot “dropoff” line. It 
will require much better equip- 
ment than the aqualung. The 
lung is primitive and unworthy 
of modern levels of science. 

We believe, however, that the 
conquerors -of the shelf will 
nave to Set wet.

ELL’S Canyon is one of the 
country’s most striking scenic 
features, yet relatively few 
persons have seen it. The remote 
rugged chasm on the Idaho- 
Oregon border was little known 
until the current controversy 


arose over whether the Federal . 


Government or a private utility 
should build a hydroelectric pro- 
ject in the mile-deep gorge. 
The squabble has already had 
one noticeable effect on Hell's 
Canyon: Ever growing numbers 
of tourists are visiting th. place. 
In previous years, only a handful 
of venturesome vacationists man- 
aged to find their way into the 
wilderness to view the majestic 


spectacle. This summer scores. 


of tourists are bumping over 
rutted, dusty mountain trails and 
putting up with primitive ac- 
commodations to see it. If and 
when construction of the pro- 
posed dams opens the area to 
easy access, Hell’s Canyon may 
well rank with Yellowstone Park 
and the Grand Canyon of the 
Colorado as the west’s top at- 
tractions. 

At this writing, however, a trip 
into Hell’s Canyon is not recom- 
mended for the timid soul or for 
those who demand flossy motels 
and broad superhighways for 
their motoring. Upper sections of 
the canyon can be reached by 
automobile over dirt or gravel 
roads on both the Idaho and 


Oregon sides, but the rugged’ 


lower gorge is accessible only 
by h back, by mule or on 
foot. And as the rocky defile is 
full of rattlesnakes, hiking is 
risky business. Fine views of the 
awesome lower chasm may be 
had from the canyon rim on the 
Idaho side, and boat trips part 
way. down the canyon from the 
little town of Homestead offer 
breathtaking scenes from the 
canyon floor. 

‘Just what is Hell’s Canyon? 
It is the deepest, wildest river 
gorge on the North American 
continent—deeper and narrower 
than the Colorado’s Grand Can- 
yon, if not quite so colorful. It 
was carved by the Snake river 
through. tremendous uplifted 
lava flows that form the snow- 
capped Wallowa Mountains of 
Oregon and the Seven Devils 
Mountains of Idaho. From rim 
to river, the hundred-mile-long 
canyon averages more than a 
mile in depth. Its walls rise in 
2000-foot terraces, reaching 6600 
feet in a span of five to 10 miles. 
Farther back from the river soar 
the lofty 10,000-foot peaks of 
the Wallowas and the 9000-foot 
horns of the Seven Devils.
